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FOREWORD 

With  the  advent  of  PL  94-142,  the  exceptional  child  is  being 
mainstreamed  into  regular  schools  and  classes  to  a  greater  extent  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  public  education.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  both 
special  education  leaders  and  the  literary  community  as  represented  by 
library  developers  to  bring  to  all  citizens,  adults  as  well  as  children,  an 
awareness  of  the  needs  and  problems  of  handicapped  individuals  in  the 
schools,  community,  and  our  society  in  general. 

The  Division  of  Special  Education  and  the  Division  of  Library  Develop- 
ment and  Services  have  cooperatively  developed  this  publication  in  re- 
sponse to  a  recognized  need  for  all  children  to  learn  about  handicapped 
individuals  in  our  society.  The  titles  selected  represent  the  last  five  years,  a 
period  of  reexamination  and  a  new  awareness  of  attitudes  and  feelings 
toward  the  handicapped. 

It  is  our  hope  that  teachers,  library  media  specialists  and  parents  will 
refer  to  this  resource  bibliography  to  select  and  creatively  use  books  and 
other  media  to  enhance  and  promote  an  understanding  of  handicapped 
children  and  adults.
